School Election Monday 


The annual school election for the 
Crawford-AuSable Schoo! District will 
be held on Monday, June 9th. 


Voters will be asked to elect two 
members to the board of education from 
a field of seven candidates, for four year 
terms. and also decide an a millage 
proposal, asking for an increase of 2.65 
mills for operating purposes. 

Board terms that are expiring are 
those of Robert C. Smock, Sr. and 
Gwen Johnson, treasurer and secretary 
respectively of the board. Both incum- 
bents have filed for re-election. 

Others in the running for the iwo 
vacancies are: Robert L. Lemire. 131 
Barbara St.; Thomas D. Trenary, Route 
1; David E. Shires, Route 2; Richard M. 
Allen, 1425 N. Roberts Rd.; and Fred J. 
Allen, 407 Maple St. 

The millage proposition reads as 
follows: 

“Shall the limitation on the amount of 
taxes which may be assessed against 
all propeity in Crawford AuSable School 
District. Crawford, Otsego and Kalkas- 
ka Counties, be increased by 2.65 mills 


Tupper Removal Upheld 
By Judge At Roscommon 


for the year 1975 for the purpose of 
providing additional funds for operating 
purposes?” 

School! officials have stated that the 
additional millage is needed to keep 
pace with inflation, reduce elementary 
class sizes. purchase four new school 
buses, meet additional electrical and 
fuel costs and purchase adequate 
teaching supplies. Millage failure would 
result in extensive cutbacks in the 
school program. 

School Superintendent Fraser Dean 
announced that the school is at the 
bottom of the State in per pupil 
expenditures averaging $242.00 fess per 
pupil than the average Michigan dis- 
trict. He added that no new money is 
available from the State unless the 
school raises the millage. State law 
requires districts to levy 25 mills to get 
full State Aid and because the Crawford 
AuSable District levies only'19.25 it is 
losing $158,000 in State funds annually. 

The polls for the election will open at 
7:00 a.m. and close at 8:00 p.m., 
Eastern Daylight Savings Time. 


Lake Owners 
Assist In Water 


Circuit Judge Carl L. Horn of 
Standish has upheld the Kirt- 
land College Board of Trustees 
in removing Robert Tupper of 
Higgins Lake from office. 

Judge Horn ruled that for 
Tupper to hold the two public 
offices of Lyons Township clerk 
and a trustee on the Kirtland 
College board was incompat- 
ible. 

The Kirtland board removed 
Tupper as one of its trustees 
after first obtainina an opinion 
from Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley. 

Tupper was a member of the 


board of trustees when he was 
elected Lyons Township clerk. 
After he was elected clerk, his 
office as trustee on the college 
board was declared vacant. 

In March, the Kirtland Board 
named George R. Frye, also of 
Higgins Lake, to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Tupper issued the following 
newsrelease to the Avalanche 
Monday morning, following the 
Judges decision.

“We have learned that at least two people have 
been representing themselves to be Social Security 
representatives in order to sell insurance,” said Dale 
Averill, manager of the Traverse City Social Security 
Office. 

These people are not local insurance agents, but 
are from a down state location. They travel from area to 
area and were recently identified as working in Grand 
Traverse and Antrim County. 

They may indicate in some manner that your name 
was provided by Sociai Security, which ts untrue, 
because your Social Security record is confidential. 

In at least one case, an elderly Antrim Co. lady 
was informed she would be unable ‘to keep her 
Medicare coverage unless she purchased some 
additional insurance. This also is not true, although 
many people do choose to supplement their Medicare 
with private insurance, to help pay for the portions 
Medicare does not cover. 

“Social Security Representatives do noi sell 
insurance,” said Averill, and they do not ask for money 
in advance for premium payments. A Social Security 
Representative carries a Federal Identification card. 

If you have any questions about someone claiming 
to be a social security Representative, ask to see his 
identification or call the Traverse City Social Security 
office at 946-8360.

Tips For A Safe Boating Season 


The Marine Patrol of the Crawford County Sheriff Department 
would like to offer some tips on water safety. Water accidents in 
Michigan in 1973 killed 304 persons and injured another 309 
individuals. Reckless operation and operator negligence accounted 
for 59% of ail reported accidents. Operator negtigence alone 
accounted for 42% of the persons killed and 46% of the persons 
injured in boating accidents in 1973. 

The following tips are offered in hope that they will make your 
water activites more safe and enjoyable. 

1. When operating a watercraft, be ever alert for the possible 
accident. Drive defensively. 

2. Over loading is asking for trouble. Count pounds. 

3. Be extra careful when boating in any area where swimmers 
might be. They are often difficult to see. 

4, Watch your wake. It can capsize a small craft. You are 
legally responsible for your wake. 

5. Keep firefighting and tifesaving equipment in good 
condition and readily available at all times. Investigators fee! that 
74% of the fatal boating accidents could have been prevented if life 
preservers had been used or readily available. 

Also available from the Marine Patro! is a courtesy Safety 
inspection for your watercraft ahd safety devices. This wil! be done 
free of charge and without penalty in case of failure. Vessels that 
meet the requirements will be given a certificate to display. This is 
an excellent way to start a safe boating season.

!n Michigan Outlined

What are the concerns of 

older people in Michigan? At a 
recent conference on aging 
sponsored by the College of 
Human Ecology at Michigan 
State University, Jacoh Milini- 
cik, of the State Office of 
Services to the Aging, outlined 
them as follows: ~ 

—Transportation, This is the 
No. 1 problem for older people, 
he said. “What good are social 
services if no one san gei to 
them?" he asked. Income, phy- 
sical limitations, location, iso- 
lation and the insensitivity of 
society are the five facets of the 
problem. The older person who 
cannot drive his or her, own car 
is usuaily stranded. 

— Economics. A large portion 
of the older population live on 
incomes that fall wet! below the 
federal poverty line. Special 
programs, such as tax relief, 
food stamps, free licenses, 
employment assistance, feed-

ing programs, consumer pro- 
tection and the like, are aimed 
at keeping older peopie afloat 
on the troubled waters of 
today’s economy. 

—Health. Alternatives to nur- 
sing homes and improved nur- 
sina home care are two mainr 
issues. 

—Housing. “We need about 
. 20,000 new housing units a year 
built especially for seniors," 
Miklojcik said. “This year we 
will probably build about 2,000.” 
Building a fort for older people 
where they will be isolated from 
the community is not the 
answer, however: we need to 
look at the whole community, to 
help people repair their homes if 
they need it, to provide the 
housekeeping services and in- 
home health care they need to 
stay in their homes and their 
neighborhoods, and to make 
communily services more ac- 
cessible. 

—Crime. Some 63 percent ot 
the people 60 years old and 
older in Detroit are afraid to go 
out at night; 15 percent are 
afraid to go out during the day. 

—Education. Two-thirds of 
the people 65 years old and 


gldarin Michiqan do not have 2 


high school diploma. They 
should be able to get it, 
Miklojcik declared, as weil as 
university education. Education 
on the issues and problems of 
aging should be part of the 
school curriculum from kinder- 
garten on, and special pro- 
grams, such as education for 
retirement, should be available. 
Older people should not be 
overlooked as teachers, cither, 
Miklojcik said: they are an 
invaluable source of oral his- 
tory. 

—Recreation. Older people 
need challenging, interesting 
recreational activities. 

--Love and respect. This, 
Miklojcik said, is the No. 14 
need. °

Many people have been taught 
that divorce is not possible 
before God. ft is difficult for 
them to read Deuteronomy 
24:1-4 and believe that God

riage. Yet it is a very serious 
thing to remove Deuteronomy 
24:1-4 from God's law by 
ignoring it or twisting its 
meaning. 

When we come to the New 
Testament we find that Jesus 
Christ still recognized the pos- 
sibility of divorce and remar- 
riage. When Jesus told the 
woman at the well in John 
chapter four to go call her 
husband, she replied. “I have no 
husband.” {hen Jesus said, 
“Thou hast well said, | have no 
husband: For thou hast had five 
husbands; and he whom thou 
now hast is not thy husband.” 
When we study these words we 
learn that Jesus accepted the 
fact that this woman had been 
married to five different men. 
He did not believe she had a 
husband at that present time 
even though she was living in 
adultery with another man. 

Some peonle have a problem 
with Mark 10:11,12 and Luke 
16:18 when they try to compare 


them with Matthew 5:32 and 


19:3-9. Since the exception 
clause of Matthew, “except it be 
for fornication”, is not found in 
Mark and Luke many people 
build doctrine on these verses 
and ignore or explain away the 
exception clause in Matthew. 
Jesus answered the question 
about grounds for divorce in 
Matthew where it was asked. It 
was not necessary for Him to 
repeat the exception clause 
everywhere He mentioned the 
evils of divorce. It is always 
wrong to build doctrine upon 
silence, especially when such 
doctrine contradicts the clear 
teaching of scripture elsewhere. 
Jesus always exaulted the high 
nrincinles of marriage and mini- 
mized the possibility of divorce. 
. Another portion of scripture 
which gives people problems is 
Romans 7:1-3. There it states 
that a woman is bound by law to 
her husband until he dies, and if 
she marries another man while 
her husband lives she shall be 
called an adultress. Let us 
throw some light on the prob- 
lem by asking who Paul was 
sneaking tn, Paul said, ae | 
speak to them that know the 
law." Romans 7:1. Every person 
Paul originally addressed here 
in Romans 7 knew already 
God's law on divorce in Deuter- 
enomy 24:1-4. Paul merely 


refered to marriage in the first 
three verses of this chapter as

an anology to help explain the 
main subject of the chapter in 


verses 4 through 25. Paul made. 


a general statement about mar- 
riage in Romans 7:1-3, he knew 
his readers would understand 
the specific exceptions to this 
rule found in the Old Testament 
law. 

The teachings of | Corin- 
thians 7:10,11 refer to Chris- 
tians and forbid divorce when 
both parties are believers. Even 
when they separate contrary to 
God's will, the goal is stil! 
reconciliation rather than di- 
vorce. H is unchristian for a 
partner not to forgive any past 
sin between them, and it is 
more unchristian fora person to 
practica adultery which is the 
only Bible basis for divorce. 
Therefore a’ Christian home 
should never have a divorce.

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New Lottery, Win $100 A Day 


Tickets went on sale Tuesday, 


. June 3 for a two-week bonus for 


50 cent “green” tickets in which 
the top prize will be $100 a day 
for a full year (366 days). 

A dozen or more winners will 
earn $36,600 each, based on 
estimated sales. Total bonus 
prizes could exceed the $400,000 
mark, making this one of the 
most expensive bonuses in the 
lottery's 2% year history. 

Only 50 cent “green” tickets 
dated for the June 12 and June 
19 weekly drawings qualify for 
this bonus. 

On June 12 and again on June 

19, two 3-digit bonus numbers 
will be drawn. A ticket dated 
June 12 matching both June 12 
bonus numbers, or a June 19 
ticket matching both June 19 
bonus numbers qualify for the 
$100 a day bonus prize. 
- Both bonus numbers must 
appear on a_ single ticket. 
Matching just one bonus num- 
ber does not qualify for a $25 
prize. 

Bonus winners -will receive 
their first payment on July 1, 
1975. 

Lottery Commissioner said 
that the $100 A Day Bonus,” like 
previous bonuses, should help 
stimuiate tickei sales during the 
last few weeks of the Michigan 
Lottery's fiscal year of operation 
to date. 

“in spite of economic condi- 
tions, it appears that the 


Michigan Lottery will generate’ 


about the same revenue for the 
State of Michigan this year as 


fast year,” he said. 

Ticket sales through the jast 
drawing date of the fiscal year 
on June 26 are expected to 
approximate last year's total, 
when gross revenues were $137 
million. 

Net revenues are expected to 
be about $65 million for the 
1974-75 fiscal year, as opposed 
to $64 million in 1973-74. In the 
Bureau's first, partial operation- 
al year, 1972-73, net revenues 
were $38 million. 

“Total revenues contributed 
to the State's General Fund 
since the lottery began will be 
$167 million by the end of 
June,” Harrison said. “Approxi-

Michigan, Hail to Thee! 


This is one time of year—right 
around Michigan Week time--when 
those of us who live in Michigan are 
Supposed to shout a little louder 
about the benefits of living in this 
grand old state. 

So, to keep up my part of the 


bargain, here is a mixed bag of . 


information about Michigan...just in 


case you didn’t know some of these 
items: 


The name of Michigan is generally 
considered to be derived from the 
Indian words “Michi-gama” meaning 
large lake. 

Michigan, of course, is known as 
the Wolverine State or the Great 
Lakes State. The capitol was dedi- 
cated at Lansing, in 1879. 

Admission of Michigan to the 
United States was in 1837 as the 26th 
state. 

Our state motto is this: ‘Si quaeris 
peninsulam amoenam circumspice.’ 
Translated from the Latin it means: ‘if 
you seek a pleasant peninsula, look 
about you.’ 

The present state seal—featuring 
the motto and a moose and a deer 
and an eagle and a sunrise and a lake 
and a man—featuring the elements of 
the seal on a dark blue field—was 
also adopted in 1911. 

The state bird is the robin and has 
been since 1931. The state flower is 
the apple blossom, by order of the 
i897 jegisiaiure. The siaie ce in 
1955 was designated as the white 
pine. 

More recently, the trout was named 
the state fish in 1965; the Petoskey 
stone became official as the state 
stone in 1965; and the state gem in 
1972 was named the chlorastrolite 
(green stone). 

How big is Michigan? Big. for 
example... 

The size of Michigan is 57,022 
square miles of land, 1,194 square 
miles of intand water, and 38,575 
square miles of Great Lakes water. 

Michigan is 456 miles long and 386

miles in widin. We have 11,037 inland 
lakes in Michigan. 

Our population, according to the 
1970 census, was 8,875,083 and 
ranked Michigan seventh among the 
50 states in popuiation. 

Politically, Michigan has 83 coun- 
ties, two United States Senators, 19 
United States Representatives, 38 
state Senators, and 110 state Repre- 
sentatives. 

We also have one elected governor, 
one elected lieutenant governor, one 
each elected secretary of state and 
attorney gencral. i 

We also have a current president of 
the Unites States who is from 
Michigan. 

Along the trai! of Michigan his- 


_ tory... 


The Michigan Territory was created 
in 1805, with Detroit designated as 
the seat of government; William Hull 
as appointed governor at that time. 

The city of Detroit was incorporai- 
ed in 1806. The first newspaper 
published in Michigan was ihe Michi- 
gan Essay and Impartial Observer, in 
Detroit in 1809. 

Michigan first sent a delegate to 
Congress in 1819, when its poputa- 
tion was 8,700. 

In 1840, there were 500 sawmills 
operating in Michigan. Copper min- 
ing operations started on Keweenaw 
Peninsula in 1842. lron ore was 
discovered in Negaunee in 1844. 
Vining Was Started in Gobic 
Range in 1884. The first automobiles 
appeared in Detroit in 1896. The ship 
canal at Sault Ste. Marie was opened 
in 1855. 

Michigan's first compulsory schoo! 
attendance law was adepted in 1871. 
A 10-hour-a-day law was enacted for 
workers in 1885. Ford Motor Com- 
pany announced its famous $5 per 
day scale in 1914. A 40-hour work 
week was adopted as company policy 
by Ford in 1922. 

And we could go on and on. 
Michigan's a great state. You should 
learn more about it.
